A symposium of what children 
criticise in their parents, what par- 
ents criticise in each other and what

COMMITTEE appointed — by th 
A League of Nations admits that vac- 
cination has been the direct cause of 
many cases of encephalitis, followed by 
mumerons deaths, but recommends that 
it be allowed to continue on the grounds 


that the medical doctors don’t know any- 
thing else to do. After two years of 


me exhaustive study they forgot to look into 


the fundamental validity of vaccination 
and suggest further investigation. 

The committee appointed in England 
by the Ministry of Health, after two and 
one-half years of study into the vaccina- 
tion question, recommends that & very 
modified form of vaccination be tried 
which would not cause so much disturb- 
ance, either jocal or constitutional: that 
the waccine be much weakened. “Some 
gistricts consider it preferable to have a 
pleasant three weeks in the hospital with 
smallpox than to suffer from vaccina- 
tion at home.” On the suggestion of 
Surgeon-General Cumming of the United 
States Army, it was recommended that 
the criss-cross method be abandoned. 
and they suggested further investigation. 

The numerous cases of encephalitis di- 
rectly following vaccination caused the 
medical ren in Holland to have enacted 
a law forbidding compulsory vaccination 
for one year on the grounds that any- 
thing tending to be injurious should not 
be compulsory.

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GREAT HEADMASTERS.

| y oeberte With grace reached that time 
of life when memories of boyhood -are 
largely golden, Owen Wister has done a 
pious article for The Atlantic Monthly on 
the founder and headmaster of St. Paul's 
School, Henry Coit. A twelfth-century man 
was this fine ascetic who built a great 
school amid the New Hampshire snows 
which, under Dr. Samuel Smith Drury, still 
goes forward. Mr. Wister’s loving account 
of the monkish man—half tyrant. half an- 
gel—will be read with fascination by the 
theusands who were boys at St. Paul's and 
who still preserve the essential tradition of 
entering their own sons for attendance on 
the day of their birth. To the many other 
Americans who have attended what we know 
as “private,” and the English as “public.” 
schools, the articic will bring back memo- 
ries of other legendary figures, made up of 
kindliness and authority, who mightily in- 
fluenced them during the painful ‘teens. 
- i _ 

Due to the excellence of public high 
schools and the absence of a caste sys- 
tem based on the place where a boy in 
this country vas educated. the hallmark of 
St. Pauls or of Groton or of St. Mark’s 
does not mean so much as those of Eton. 
Harrow and Winchester do in Engiand. But 
the American private schools are powerful 
influences tn the United States. and when 
& boy anxious for athletic or social honors 


' 


goes to the university he realizes 
keenly. These particular advantages con- 
ferred by certain of the private schools 
have always been scorhed by such head- 
masters as Henry Coit; their emphasis was 
on the spiritual and mental advancement 
of their charges, and Mr. Wister’s writing 
preserves the stress. 

This nation, being new in history and 
filled with competent pablic schools, has not 
developed a ruling race of headmasters 
such as Engiand has. Keate of Eton is 
one of Britain's traditions—that stern little 
man with the ready birch who soon put 
things to rights in the early days of the 
nineteenth century. The names of Gdddard 
and Gabell still live at Winchester. as does 
that of the radiant Charles John Vaughan 
at Harrow. But above them all is the ti- 
tanfc figure of Thomas Arnold, headmaster 
of Rugby, besom of the evile which had 
crept into Engiish school life in four cen- 
turies. To match these idols of British 
youth, America has Samuel! Taylor, Andovr- 
ers celebrated provost. Groton boys still 
nightly clasp the large. fine hand of Rec- 
tor Peabody.

dustrial alcohol.” 

Asserts Co-Operation Is Spotty. 

The breaking dewn of illicit dis- 
tiling from large to small plants, 
the commissioner said, had in- 
creased the need of co-operation in 
enforcement from local officials. 
This has been forthcoming in some 
sections, he added, but in others 
\there had been not only passive, 
but “active and hearty’ opposition. 

Asked by Representative: Wood 
|(Rep.), Indiana, chairman of the 
‘subcommittee, to elaborate on this 
'point, Dr. Doran said his force had 
“no co-operation in the State of 
| Maryland, other than the Sheriffs 
'of some of the counties where they 
have local option laws.” 

As for New York, he said co-op- 
eration was given only to the ex- 
tent that State troopers upstate | 
made cases and turned them over 
‘to already overcrowded Federal | 
| courts, and through a great many 
'minor cases turned in by New York | 
| City police which have to be taken 
'cage of on “bargain days in United 
States courts and disposed of on 
|pleas of guilty, with fines of $10 
(or $15.” 

Philadelphia Situation Bad. 

Reference also was made to the 
| Philadelphia situation, where Do- 
ran said there had been “not only 
a lack of active co-operation, but | 
a very bad situation in the Police | 
Department.”’ 

“That is being developed now,” | 
he said, “and that, of course, made 

t very difficult ever to really clean 
up the town; when you have a col- 
lusive condition between various 
police captains in charge of pre- 
cinets and the violators in those 
precincts.” 

Chicago, Doran testified, was 
'“brightening up a little bit,” as far 
‘as Federal enforcement was con- 
cerned, but he said “a great deal 
could be done there yet.” Up to 
last spring, he continued, there | 
|was practically no co-operation | 
‘from Chicago police.
